Schools: We’ll cha

School kids who want to play 
will have to pay 

Starting next year, students will 
have to pay fees for music lessons 
or extracurricular activities, such 
as after-school clubs, due to budget 
cuts, say school officials 

It’s a little confusing for kids 
like fourth-grader Holly Currier, 
who’s learning to play the clarinet. 
She’s not sure what a budget 
crunch means, or how much her 
lessons might cost. But she does 
WOITY. 

“If (the fees are) really high, | 
might have to quit,” she says. 

The fees are meant to supple- 
ment the 2003 school budget of 
$47.7 million, which includes a 
Proposition 2% override of $1.13 
million. The requested budget is a 
12.1 percent increase over last 
year’s requested budget, and a 9.3 
percent increase over the amount 
the schools actually expect to 
spend. But even if voters approve 
the override, school officials say it 
won't be enough to maintain ser- 
vices. 

“The budget reflects, make no 
doubt about it, a step back in ser- 
vices for children,” says Claudia 
Bach, superintendent of schools. 

She says the schools’ prelimi- 
nary budget cuts 12 existing posi- 
tions; subtracts $50,000 from 
school sports; and forces families 
to either drop or pay fees for 
extracurricular activities and music 
lessons. 

The fact that school officials 
have chosen to lean on the music 
department in particular is a bitter 
pill for Allan Minkkinen, instru- 
mental music teacher of 33 years. 

“It makes me feel like we're at 
the bottom of the barrel,” he says.

| have a “shelf life” of only two to 
five days. 

Apheresis, the process of hav- 
| ing blood removed, the platelets 
| Collected, and the rest of the blood 
returned to the donor, takes about 
| two hours, and can be repeated 
biweekly. As one shoe-company 
Slogan says, “Just Do It.”

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CPA no easy sell 


Supporters get mixed response 


By Rebecca Piro 

Selling the Community Preser- 
vation Act to voters isn’t an easy 
task, says supporter Peggy Keck. 

As a member of the CPA Task 
Force, Keck is trying to show vot- 
ers the benefits of raising property 
taxes up to three percent, to be 
matched by the state, and set aside 
to fund open-space purchases, his- 
toric preservation and affordable 
housing. 

But the added challenge lies 
within the $1.13 million override 
of Proposition 2 1/2 that Andover 
voters will face in April, as well as 
new fees for music lessons and 
extracurricular activities that 
schools have promised to charge 
students next year, 

It’s a tough sell, but Keck says 
she’s up to the challenge. 

“The hope is that you can per- 
suade people that this is money 
well-spent,” she says. 

If voters approve the maximum 
3-percent tax increase, the town 
will raise about $1.5 million next 
year, not including the state’s 
matching funds. The average resi- 
dential household would see an 
extra $112 on their tax bill. 

A 2-percent increase will raise 
about $1 million and a 1-percent 
increase will raise about $500,000. 

The task force members are 
pushing for a 3-percent increase. 

“If you make the sacrifice and 
tax yourself at the 3-percent level, 


the return is so enormous,” says 
Keck. 

The task force is holding dis- 
cussions around town to educate 
the public about the CPA. The 
task force made a presentation at a 
recent meeting of the Service 
Club. Club members took an 
informal vote on whether they 
would support the CPA, and the 
results were split down the middle, 
says Debbie Silberstein, task force 
member. 

Silberstein, however, is hopeful 
that voters will see the positive in 
the act. 

“T think the community will be 
very receptive to it,” she says. 

Keck says her feelings about 
the CPA message fluctuate. 

“Last night, several of us met 
with the Planning Board and | 
think they were very receptive to 
it. That was cheering,” she says, 
“But (sometimes) you talk to 
someone (concerned about taxes) 
and I think, ‘Oh dear, we're fight- 
ing a losing battle.” 

Keck hopes that residents, 
while faced with rising taxes and 
school fees, remember that 
schools aren’t the only entity in 
need. 

“I think the (schools) need full 
support, and I don’t begrudge 
them. But there are other things 
that make this town attractive and 
keep property values high,” she 
Says. 
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As schools open and budgets tighten, who will lead? 


Kruse: ‘T bring careful analysis’

Candidate Margaret Kruse says “I would 
bring to the table a careful analysis of the 
issues,” if elected to the School Committee. 
She believes her volunteer background, 
study of town finances, and work as a tech- 
nical writer make her a good candidate for 
the position. 

Kruse says that her work as a technical 
writer requires her to explain complicated 
matters in an understandable manner. “It’s 
casy for people’s eyes to gloss over,” she 
says, regarding budget numbers. “I’m very 
comfortable with numbers.” 

Kruse works part time for the nonprofit 
organization Alliance for the Prudent Use 
of Antibiotics, promoting education about 
antibiotic use. She cites her attendance at 
town finance meetings as a sign that she 
understands the budget process. “(I know) 
where the money comes from and where it 
goes,” she saysd. 

On specific issues, Kruse says she sup- 
ports MCAS in general, but finds linking it 
to graduation “problematic.” Of school fees 
she says, “It is nice to avoid fees,” but added 
that “we are not in an ideal situation.” Kruse 
says she would prefer to charge fees for 
activities, than cut classroom teachers. “If 
parents can’t afford fees (they should be) 
subsidized,” she says. 

Kruse says she has been a classroom 
volunteer since her children have been in 
school. She currently puts her professional 
skills to work as a volunteer in her daugh- 
ter’s science class. “My background is sci- 
ence — I like science,” says Kruse. Of her 
classroom volunteering she says, “I’ve been 
in the schools. When people start talking 
about class size, I know what they’re talk- 
ing about.” 

Kruse said she enjoys hiking, bridge and 
biking when she isn’t working or at one of

the many meetings she attends. She has 
enjoyed outings with the Andover Village 
Improvement Society (AVIS). 

“Lately all I’ve done is go to meetings, I 
don’t have time to put my kids to bed,” she 
joked after this week’s School Committee 
meeting. The Argilla Road resident credits 
her husband as her partner in the run saying 
that “running for office is a two-person job.”

‘We were ready for payoff’

Sister says second jump was highlight

Olympic physical therapist 
Doug White has returned to 
Andover after the US skeleton 
team’s brilliant showing of two 
gold and one silver medal. 

“It’s a gold medal for sports 
medicine as well,” says White. 
He was responsible for patching 
up the athletes when they injured 
themselves and keeping them in 
prime condition to perform. 
Those athletes were in good 
shape during the games. White 
says that there were no major 
problems or injuries. 

“It was mostly a spectator 
thing. We had done our home- 
work and were ready for the pay- 
off,” he says. But the end was bit- 
ter as well as sweet for White, 
who said goodbye to his col- 
leagues and the athletes before 
leaving Salt Lake City. “It’s kind 
of like graduating — everyone 


going their separate ways,” he 
says. White says he is done train- 
ing Olympic athletes, and will 
trade in his ties to Olympic glory 
for the pleasures of home. “I 
promised my wife that if I made it 
to the (Olympic) games I'd quit 
and come home,” says White.

Petzold, daughter of Paul and 
Linda Petzold, was unavailable to 
comment on the Olympics this 
week. 

Petzold made two jumps in the 
aerial freestyle competition, says 


Remes, who flew into Salt Lake 
with family and friends for her sis- 
ter’s event. The second jump was 
better than the first. 

“She skied right by my sister 
Sharon,” says Remes. “(Sharon) 
said, ‘Remember, there are two 
jumps to this contest.’ Brenda 
said, “Yup, I know.’ She set her 
jaw and went back up there.” 

Petzold’s second attempt was 
something to be proud of, says 
Remes. 

“She landed it and she was get- 
ting them all razzed up. She defi- 
nitely did it in style,” Remes says. 

Petzold ended the day in 17th 
place. “She was hoping she could 
jump through the pain. It’s kind of 
a bummer,” Remes adds. 

Petzold also suffered the loss of 
her beloved cat of 15 years, Max, 
days before the opening cere- 
monies. The skier took a day off 
from training to recuperate. 


“It was a very rough week for 
her,” Remes says. 

Petzold had plenty of highs as 
well as lows while at Salt Lake. 
She met President George W. 
Bush and First Lady Laura Bush 
and other famous athletes includ- 
ing Cal Ripkin Jr. and Lance Arm- 
strong. 

Petzold is the second family 
member to compete at the 
Olympics. Her sister Sharon skied 
in the acrobatic competition at the 
Games in Albertville, France, in 
1992. All the Petzold kids were 
very active and played in the 
Andover Soccer Association 
while growing up on Jenkins 
Road, says Remes. 

Whether Petzold will aim for 
another shot at the Olympics 
remains to be seen. She'll talk to 
her doctor after her surgery this 
week about her athletic future, 
according to her sister.

If the land is dirty, the deal is 
off. 

Those are the stakes facing the 
town and the Andover Youth 
Foundation, which both signed a 
contract last month meant to build 
a $4.4 million youth center. 

That contract has reached a 
crucial moment of truth. 

\YF has hired a contractor to 
drill borings into the west 
Andover site, a piece of land that 
lown Meeting agreed to give tem- 
porarily to AYF while AYF builds 
the youth center with privately 
raised money. 

If the borings reveal hazardous 
waste — potentially leaking from 
the uncapped landfill next door 
there's no deal, says AYF Presi- 
dent Larry Larsen. “(The land) 
goes back into the town’s hands.” 
he says. “The town will have to 
clean up the property, or our con- 
tract is off 

It's a sticking point of the con- 
tract, an agreement which both 
town and AYF representatives 
have described thus far as an ami- 
able one. “That's one of the areas 
of the contract where we get a lit- 
tle protective.” Larsen says. 

That's because it’s expensive to 
conduct a survey of the land, drill 
the borings and study the samples, 
says AYF member Bob McQuade. 
It will cost AYF almost $20,000. 
despite the fact that a contractor is 
donating some of the drilling 
work. 

If the land turns out to be dirty. 
AYF will look for a complete 
reimbursement. and ask the town 
to pay for the clean-up, says 
Larsen. If the town agrees, the 
project will move forward. If not. 
the deal is off. he adds. 

“The cost of cleaning up haz- 
ardous waste is way beyond our 
capabilities,” says McQuade. “If 
it's a minor spot (of contamina-

tion), no problem. If the ground 
water is contaminated, that could 
be a problem.” 

McQuade says he is optimistic 
that AYF will see clean results. 

Borings were taken at that 
same site about three years ago, 
when the town was considering it 
for a senior center, he says. The 
results showed some contamina- 
tion directly behind the west 
Andover fire department. 

“One boring indicated that they 
buried some solid waste there, 
back when it was a dump out 
there.” McQuade says. 

\t that time the town found no 
problems where the youth center 
is currently sited, he adds. 

To update the study, and make 
sure no more waste has leaked 
into the ground, AYF will pay for 
several more borings in the area. 
The work and the results should 
be complete by the end of March,

Larsen says. 

“I'm feeling optimistic,” says 
McQuade. 

According to the agreement, 
AYF will not begin construction 
until it has $1 million in hand and 
the remaining balance of the pro- 
estimated at $4.4 mil- 
lion — ina letter of credit, says 
Tom Jones, AYF fundraiser, 

AYF has currently raised about 
$1.6 million, mostly from a $1.5 
million donation from developer 
Yvon Cormier, for whose family 
AYF will name the center, and 
$75,000 from the Raising the 
Roof auction in November. More 
announcements of donations are 
coming soon, says Larsen. 

McQuade hopes to begin con- 
struction on the youth center in 
May of 2003. Construction will 
last anywhere from one year to 18 
months, he says. AYF is hoping to 
open the center in 2004.

Major: Given history, town should allot more to SPED 


Selectman alone in wanting to allocate more to s 


By Rebecca Piro 

The selectman who com- 
plained about explosive special- 
education costs now wants to put 
more money aside for special edu- 
cation next year. 

Considering the schools’ track 
record, Selectman Brian Major 
says that $4.2 million — the num- 
ber proposed by school officials — 
probably won’t be enough for next 
year’s students that receive ser- 
vices out of district. 

He wants to shift $250,000 
from the preliminary school and 
town budgets for 2003 to the spe- 
cial-education budget, thereby 
cutting other services. 

For years, he says, officials 
have underestimated how much 
money they would need to educate 
Andover’s special-needs kids. In 
April, officials will ask Town 
Meeting to approve $1.1 million 
from cash reserves to cover last 
year’s special-education deficit. 


“We are going to overspend 
again. That’s our history. If that’s 
the case, let’s budget what's realis- 
tic,” he says. 

The schools’ preliminary spe- 
cial-education budget for out-of- 
district students is about 10 per- 
cent more than last year’s actual 
expenditures — significantly less 
than the previous year’s increase 
of 23 percent. Yet school officials 
say they’re comfortable with the 
$4.2 million figure. 

“We're really trying to pull 


everything together this year so 
we won't have to come back with 
these big requests,” says Bernie 
Tuttle, business manager for the 
schools. 

Tuttle, however, calls the out- 
of-district costs a “moving target” 
and won't guarantee against a 
deficit next year. 

An extra $250,000 for special 
education would have to come out 
of the town and school budgets 
that officials say are already cut to 
the bare minimum.

Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski says his recommended budget 
includes no new positions and no 
increases in funding for town 
departments.

Liz Yeaton, now a 
resident of Edgewood retirement 
community in North Andover, 
wrote about an Andona bake sale 
held at the Andover Coal Compa- 
ny. She also took notes during a 
barn dance held on Halloween 
night that year. Tickets to the 
group’s first fashion show were 
$1.20 and featured Weiner’s Furs, 
and hats galore. It was held on 
April 22, 1952. 
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This painted clown was a 
bean-bag game at one of the 
earlier Clown Towns. 


Those notes show that 
Andona’s first year netted $262.07 
for youth programs. Today, that 
amount exceeds $50,000 a year.

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Fitness trends: from ‘Buns 
of Steel’ to spinning classes

There is no doubt that Americans 
have been preoccupied with fitness 
trends for some time now. Not only 
are there the societal pressures to 
look great, but we have become 
more health conscious as a result of 
medical advances that underscore 
the importance that exercise plays 
in achieving optimum health for 
the mind and body. 

While the focus on fitness is 
encouraging, it can be difficult to 
keep up with the ever-changing 
trends in our quest to become phys- 
ically fit. There are many schools 
of thought regarding what type of 
exercise regimen is most beneficial 
and why. Some experts recommend 
Strength training, others suggest 
cardiovascular workouts and some 
favor stretching and meditation or a 
combination of methods. There is 
no general rule that applies to every 
person, since a fitness program 
should be customized to an individ- 
ual’s abilities and goals. However, 
current fitness trends usually influ- 
ence the type of equipment people 
purchase, videos they buy or class- 
es they participate in. 

Do you remember Jane Fonda’s 
workout tapes, the “Buns of Steel” 
video, Suzanne Somers’ ThighMas- 
ler, step aerobics coming onto the 
scene and when stairclimbers and 
rowing machines were all the rage? 
Now, there is spinning, cardio kick- 
boxing, tai chi, power yoga and a 
number of other hot trends that 
have taken over — at least for the 
moment. It can be difficult to deter- 
mine which fitness trends are pass- 
ing fads and which have real stay- 
ing power. 

Pat Catino, owner of World Gym 
in Tewksbury, has been in the fit- 
ness business for more than 20 


years and knows from 
experience which 
trends will be around | 
for some time to come. 
As far as cardiovascu- 
lar equipment goes, Mr. 
Catino says that tread- 
mills continue to be the 
most popular, but that 
elliptical trainers are 
the fastest growing in 
terms of demand. 

“The treadmill on an 
incline can still burn } 
more calories per 
minute (than the ellipti- | 
cal machines), but the 
elliptical gives you the 
feel of a more total 
workout because of the 
combined motion — it 
gives you a sense of 
accomplishment,” says 
Mr. Catino. 

Cardio kickboxing is 
also. very _ popular, 
according to Mr. Cati- 
no, but it’s the energy 
of the instructor that really makes 
or breaks a class. Spinning (an 
extreme form of stationary bike 
riding) and step aerobics continue 
to dominate the fitness field as 
well. In fact, World Gym in 
Tewksbury is opening a studio that 
will be exclusively for spinning 
and should be ready for use in 
March. At that time, they will also 
be expanding their classes to 
include yoga — ashtanga and kripu- 
la among them - because of the 
growing demand. Yoga has 
become increasingly popular 
because of the body and mind con- 
nection. The yoga classes will 
offer different techniques that 
combine various floor movements 
and stretching positions to promote 
flexibility and relaxation.

If you’re more inclined to work 
out at home, Mr. Catino warns to 
be skeptical of fitness gadgets you 
see advertised on television. 

“The truth of the matter is that 
there are no shortcuts; proper nutri- 
tion and disciplined training will 
get you results,” states Mr. Catino. 
“I don’t go with those gimmick 
things like those sold on infomer- 
cials — it’s like fad diets — they just 
don’t work. Calisthenics and iso- 
metrics are more effective than 
these advertised gadgets.” 

Examples of the gadgets that Mr. 
Catino finds particularly ineffective 
or silly include the Abdominizer, 
which he recalls as claiming to 
work your stomach at four points at 
once while you move a_ string 
around, and the Ab Energizer, 
which is a sort of belt that sends 
electronic impulses that stimulate 
your muscles so that they contract 
and relax as if you were working 
out. The problem with the Ab Ener- 
gizer is that you are not expelling 
any calories, according to Mr. Cati- 
no, and it “makes you twitch.” 

According to the American 
Council on Exercise, a nonprofit 
fitness advocacy group, consumers 
should be extremely careful when 
watching infomercials or reading 
claims made by some makers of fit- 
ness equipment. Gadgets come and 
go, and many don’t produce the 
results they are touting. The ACE 
recently conducted a study on the 
AB-DOer, one of the newest fitness 
gadgets being sold, and found that 
it “does not appear to live up to the 
claims made by its manufacturer.” 
The results of such studies support 


the ACE’s claim that it is not nec- 
essary to spend upwards of $150 on 
a piece of ab equipment, when 
more traditional methods such as 
the bicycle maneuver or crunches 
on a high-quality exercise ball 
(approximately $30) can achieve 
better results. 

lean O'Malley, a personal trainer 
at Gold’s Gym Executive in 
\ndover, appears to agree; in fact, 
she is a big ge in diye benefits 
of the exercise ball. “Resist-A- 
Ball” as she refers to it. The large, 
inflatable ball allows you to devel- 
op flexibility and strength using 
your own body weight. 

“One popular method is to per- 
form crunches on top of them 
(Resist-A-Balls),” says Ms. O’Mal- 
ley. “It’s 30 percent more effective 
than doing crunches on the floor 
It’s a time saver and very effective; 
it’s also inexpensive.’ 

Athletes use the balls because 
you can vary the resistance by 
altering your body position on the 

ball, and personal trainers often 
incorporate their use into workouts 
with their clients. 

“They're great, especially for the 
crunches, but you can work almost 
every muscle in the body using the 
ball,” notes Ms, O'Malley. “Most 
of my clients use it: some are really 
nervous about getting on the ball. 
but (after using it) they can see a 
visible difference in their abdomi- 
nal area.” 

Another popular fitness trend 
involves exercising with the 
Reebok Core Board, an oblong 
board that tilts and pivots and is 
mounted to a base that can be 
adjusted to three levels of stability. 
Ms. O’Malley says that the board is

Ms. O'Malley also talks to clients 
about the popularity of yoga. She 
says that power yoga, a form of 
ashtanga yoga, is in Increasing 
demand because it oe a 
rigorous, faster flow of all tradi- 
tional poses combined with strong 
breathing. 

“People see power yoga and are 
more inclined to give it a try, 
Ms. O'Malley. “Yoga has a stigma 
of being sort of sedate and slow- 
moving, so power yoga seems to 
have a little more appeal.” 

And, spinning seems to be one 
phenomenon that most experts 
agree will be staying around for a 
good long time. Not only is it a 
quick caloric burn, but most people 
enjoy the group atmosphere and 
music. Gold’s Gym Executive is 
creating a spinning studio that 
should be complete within a month 
or two, according to Ms. O'Malley. 

John Fitzgerald IS a personal 
trainer who believes that spinning 
has yet to reach its peak. Mr 
Fitzgerald of Fesco Fitness in 
Salem, N.H., says that while spin- 
ning is still growing, it will eventu- 
ally level off. 

“Someone will put a different 
twist on it; something new will 
likely come out that will revolve 
around the spinning,” suggests Mr 
Fitzgerald. “Aerobic classes 
became stale, then they went to 
aerobic classes with step; now (it’s)

Bipolar disorder, anxiety 


and other mental conditions 
often are lumped together in 
studies. And, not enough 
Studies have isolated the 37- 
to 55-year-old age group. 

A 1989 study, “Increasing 
Rates of Depression,” in the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association, 
reviewed hundreds of epi- 
demiological studies and con- 
cluded that the risk of depres- 
sion was higher for those 


born after World War II than 
before. 

A National Institute of Men- 
tal Health study appearing in 
the September 1999 issue of 


r3 


the Archives of General Psy- 
chiatry concluded that 23 per- 
cent of those between the 
ages of 30 and 44 when the 
study began in 1980 exhibited 
some form of mental illness. 

With a large segment of that 
study now middle-aged, the 
number of people needing 
specialized psychiatric care in 
the next 10 years will swell, 
Dr. Dilip Jeste, the 
study's leading author and a 
professor of psychology and 
neurosciences at the Univer- 
sity of California San Diego. 

Dr. Jeste also is director of 
geriatric psychiatry for the 
San Diego Veterans Affairs 
Health Care System. 

“It’s generally accepted that 
baby boomers have a higher 
incidence of depression, anxi- 
ety and substance abuse, and

as they get older, we are 
going to see higher numbers 
than we see in the present 


population,” Dr. Jeste says. 

Dr. Mark Rapaport, associ- 
ate professor in residence at 
UCSD and staff physician for 
the VA, says he believes the 
pace of life and changing fab- 
ric of society may have much 
to do with that. 

“High divorce rates, a more 
mobile culture, many of us 


working more hours, all of 


these factors come into play,” 
Dr. Dr. Rapaport says. “We 
used to have real communi- 
ties where we knew our 
neighbors and lived for gen- 
erations in the same area. 
There was more cohesiveness 
to society.” 


Depression is generally 


believed to be a genetic neu- 
rochemical imbalance in the 
brain usually induced ~ by 
stress or some other external 
factor. People in their early to 
mid-50s are especially vul- 
nerable, says Dr. Stephen 
Heidel, president of Integrat- 
ed Insights of San Diego, a 
private company that pro- 
vides mental health services 
to some 250 companies 
throughout the United States. 

“If a person has a financial 
setback or loses a job and is 
in the early to mid-50s, they 
may feel they no longer have 
time to recoup their losses,” 
Dr. Heidel says. “I have seen 
people who have given up 
and realized they are not 
going to achieve the image or 
goals they set for themselves. 
This will cause a lot of disap- 
pointment, absolutely.” 

Depression, too, often is a 
byproduct of illness or chron- 
ic conditions, such as arthritis 
and diabetes, which most 
often manifest in middle age. 
Hormonal changes such as 
menopause are another factor. 
Women have twice the rate of 
depression as men. 

“Anytime you have chronic 
illness with pain or loss of 
function, depression is going 
to be (in) 30 percent to 50 
percent of the people who 
have this illness,” Dr. Heidel 
says. “Somebody will run 
into a doctor who'll say, “Of 
course you're depressed. You 
just had coronary bypass 
surgery. That’s looking at it 
from the wrong perspective.

It doesn’t mean you should 
accept depression.” 

Death, divorce, retirement, 
illness — all endemic to get- 
ting older may trigger 
depression, as it did for Ms. 
Masters 

“The stress in general that 
baby boomers are under 
Increases the proclivity to 
have major depressive disor- 
ders,” Dr. Rapaport says. 

“Many baby boomers are in 
the sandwich — generation,” 
says Ms. Masters. “We have 
aged parents who require a 
great deal of time and care. 
Many of us have children in 
college or at home. Many of 
us are involved in our grand- 
children’s lives and are work- 
ing many hours. Overall, | 


think baby boomers have 
more pressures than any other 
generation.” 

At the same time, they are 
more willing than previous 
generations to be open about 
mental illness. 

Tipper Gore, the wife of 
former Vice President Al 
Gore and a baby boomer, cast 
a national spotlight on the 
disease when she revealed 
her own problem two years 
ago 

The National Institute of 
Mental Health also launched 
an initiative in the late 1980s 
to de-stigmatize the disease. 

Additionally, boomers are 
more willing to tackle the 
problem head-on by experi- 
menting with new medica- 
tion. That may be the result 
of growing up in the more 
drug-tolerant society of the 


1960s and 1970s, Dr. Heidel 
Says. 

Another promising develop- 
ment is the use of a device 
called the Vagus NerveStimu- 
lator, which is used to treat 
epilepsy. The device, which is 
being tested at UCSD, has 
been implanted in a dozen 
subjects as part of a national 
study on its use to treat 
depression. 

Dr. Rapaport, who is head- 
ing the study, says the device, 
about the size of a stopwatch, 
is surgically implanted in the 
chest and attached to guide 
wires that are tunneled up the 
neck and around the left 
vagus nerve, which connects 
to several parts of the brain 
regulating mood and emo- 
tion. The study is being con- 
ducted in 20 sites around the 
United States.

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Diet dilemmas: What have you got to lose?

The Blood Type Diet, the 
Body Type Diet, the New 
Food Pyramid. These have 
joined the Atkins Diet and 
other plans with promises of 
weight loss and a svelte, new 
you. But can they deliver? 

It depends. If solid research 
and credentials are behind the 
slick marketing, you’ll proba- 
bly find information that can 
help you shed those extra 
pounds. Seeing behind the 
gimmicks, however, takes a 
smart Consumer. 

“No one diet will be the 
answer for everybody,” says 
Barbara Gollman,  spokes- 
woman for the American 
Dietetic Association. 

Still, there are ways to avoid 
bogus eating plans. 

“If it promises quick weight 
loss, that’s a red flag,” says 
Ms. Gollman. Also, beware of 
plans that focus on a specific 
food, such as the Grapefruit 
Diet, or eliminate a food 
group. One example is the 
Atkins Diet, which advocates 
high amounts of protein and 
virtually eliminates carbohy- 
drates (including most fruits 
and vegetables) during its ini- 
tial stage. Fruits and vegeta- 
bles are gradually reintro- 
duced as dieters reach the 
maintenance stage, but “most 
people never get to that 
point,” Ms. Gollman notes. 

Also, scrutinize the creden- 
tials of the people behind the 
diet. In other words, “What 
makes the man an expert?” 
says Ms. Gollman. Do they 
have a solid background in 
nutrition and medicine? 

Finally, steer clear of diets 
that aren’t backed up by high- 
quality, peer-reviewed 
research or are based on just 
one study. 

With that in mind, following 
is a look at four new diet 
books: 


“Different Bodies, Differ- 
ent Diets: Losing Weight is 
as Easy as Finding Your 
Body Type” by Carolyn 
Mein, D.C. 

Dr. Mein, a chiropractor and 
kinesiologist, touts her plan 
as the solution to the one- 
diet-fits-all myth. Readers 
compare their own physique 
to the black-and-white photos 
of men and women in bathing 
suits. Lists of distinguishing 
physical features, personality 
characteristics and weight- 


gain, patterns, are ‘supposed to’ ' 


help you zero in on your spe- 
cific body type, such as liver, 
gallbladder or pituitary. Once 
you find your body type, 
Mein tells you what to eat, 
when to eat, what to avoid 
and recommends exercise. 

Gallbladder types, for 
example, should eat meals 
high in fat and low in protein 
and get exercise from house- 
hold chores: “Useful, produc- 
tive activities, such as garden- 
ing, yard work and cleaning 
windows or carpets are idea,” 
the book states. 


Verdict: Gimmicky and 
offers dubious benefits at 
best. 


“Body RX: Dr. Scott Con- 
nelly’s 6-Pack Prescription” 
by A. Scott Connelly, M.D., 
and Carol Colman 

The gimmick here is six 
meals a day, six weeks to 
Strength, six weeks to sculpt, 
six weeks to burn fat, six 
weeks to maintain equals six 
months to a great body. 

Sports nutritionist Dr. Con- 
nelly created MET-Rx, a pop- 
ular sports supplement, so it’s 
no surprise that he’s an advo- 
cate of supplements as part of 
a diet. The real drawback, 


however, is nutri- 
tional advice that 
iS sometimes 
good and some- 
times loopy. 
Readers are 
expected to keep 
track of so-called 
green, yellow and 
red protein and 
carbohydrates — 
green being qual- 
ity sources, yel- 
low to be enjoyed 
occasionally and 
red to be avoided 
in general. Some 
things make 
sense; the red 
protein list 
includes high-fat 
sandwich meats 
and sausage but 
also forbids all 
nuts. 
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Including 
An All. 
New Food 
Pyramid 


There is no one diet that will be right for everybody. Still, there are ways to avoid 
This last gimmicks and quick-loss plans that don’t work. “Eat, Drink and Be Healthy” 
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part is odd, since offers dieters easy-to-digest research information and lots of tempting recipes. 


Current research 
supports nuts as a high-quali- 
ty source of heart-healthy fat. 
Dr. Connelly’s exercise plan 
is divided into six-week 
cycles, which some readers 
may find overly complicated. 
Verdict: Readers who like 
the idea of following a health 
“prescription” may benefit, 


but others could find it too 
much to maintain for the long 


haul.

“The Food Pyramid is 
tremendously flawed,” says 
Dr. Willett. “It says all fats 
are bad; all complex carbohy- 
drates are good; all protein 
sources offer the same nutri- 
tion; and dairy should be 
eaten in high amounts. None 
of this is accurate. For exam- 
ple, women have been told to 
drink milk to strengthen their 
bones and prevent osteoporo- 
sis, but long-term — studies 
have not shown reduced risk 
of fractures with high dairy 
intake. Women can get calci- 
um just as easily from supple- 
ments.” 


Dr. Willett offers other 
intriguing information, 
including the concern about 
glycemic load, which occurs 


when carbohydrates rapidly 
increase blood sugar levels, 
and why some fats are not 
only good but necessary in a 
healthy diet. “People tend to 
replace fat in their diets with 
foods high in sugar or refined 
carbohydrates. A lot of people 
think that a plain bagel with 


jam can be a healthy thing to 


eat in the morning, but actual- 
ly it is one of the unhealthiest 
duos you can eat because it 
has a high glycemic load. 
You’d be better off with 
scrambled eggs cooked in 
com oil or a_ whole-grain 
cereal.”

argued in his 1976 article “Anato- 
my of an Illness” — later published 
as a book — that the comedic Marx 
Brothers did more than any pill to 
alleviate the pain associated with 
his spinal disease, scientists began 
searching in earnest for empirical 
evidence to support the axiom, 
“Laughter is the best medicine.” 

What they've found is no laugh- 
ing matter, says Barbara Moran, a 
psychiatric nurse with Good Samar- 
itan Hospital's Midwest Institute for 
Geropsychiatric Services. 

“We already know what stress 
does to the body,” she says, citing 
heart disease, stroke and hyperten- 
sion. “Now, we're beginning to 
understand what humor does to the 
body. We would do well to take 
laughter more seriously.”

professor of psychology. has been 
researching the positive physiologi- 
cal effects of laughter.

The concept was 
introduced to fitness manager Mike 
Andrews by Mr. Doshi, who 
brought it from India, where laugh- 
ing clubs are all the rage. 


Mr. Andrews leads the group 
through a series of simulated 
laughs, such as hearty laughter, 


silent laughter, dancing laughter, 
cocktail laughter and chicken 
laughter. Although the laughter is 
initially simulated, it doesn’t take 
long for the whole group to bust out 
in genuine hysterics. 

“There isn’t any sense to it at all. 
but everybody’s doing the same 
thing and it just makes you feel 
good,” Joe Bricker of 
Wheaton. 

“It's contagious.” adds Winnie 
Dawson, owner of MedSearch 
health-coaching services in 
Wheaton. She plans to use the con- 
cept in her corporate stress-manage- 
ment seminars. 

“Humor is contagious — it’s 
infectious, yet it’s also good for 
your health.” Ms. Moran says.

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Beating stress will help you sleep well every night -

Prior to the events of Sept. 11, 
more than 65 million Americans 
annually complained of having trou- 
ble sleeping, according to an Ameri- 
can Sleep Disorders Association 
report. 

Many sleep experts estimate that 
the number may well have doubled, 
due to the rising tide of anxiety in 
the wake of the attack on America. 
Difficulty sleeping increases during 
periods of high anxiety and stress, 
according to a study by the Heart, 
Lung & Blood Institute in Bethesda, 
Md. 

“Anxiety and anger are the leading 
reasons people have trouble falling 
asleep,” says sleep expert Dr. Joyce 
A. Walsleben, director of the Sleep 
Disorders Center for New York Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 

In a recent survey, 36.9 percent of 
men and 41.1 percent of women 
cited anxiety or anger as the No. | 
reason they have difficulty falling 
asleep. 

Sleep deprivation can severely 
affect your ability to perform impor- 
tant activities such as driving. It can 
also impair concentration, cause irri- 
tability, fatigue and lack of energy, 
according to Dr. Walsleben, so get- 
ting a good night’s sleep isn’t mere- 
ly a comfort issue. 

In her book, “A Woman’s Guide to 
Sleep: Guaranteed Solutions for a 
Good Night’s Rest,” Dr. Walsleben 
offers a formula for getting a good 
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night’s sleep. It includes keeping a 
regular wake and bedtime, ritualiz- 
ing cues for sleep, finding ways to 
relax and resisting behaviors that 
interfere with sleep. 

Regularizing sleep-wake patterns 
calls for getting up at the same time 
daily and avoiding naps, unless they 
are a regular part of your daily 
schedule. Try to sleep the same 
amount each night. 

Many people who don’t get 
enough sleep during the week try to 
make up for it by sleeping in on 
weekends, but Dr. Walsleben says 
this really isn’t a good idea, because 
trying to catch up by sleeping in 
may disrupt normal sleep rhythm 
enough to make falling asleep at a 
reasonable hour on Sunday night 
impossible. 

“Then you actually start your week 
in the hole,” Dr. Walsleben says. 

Instead, she recommends adding 
15 minutes a night to your sleep 
schedule until you arrive at the 
amount of sleep you really need. 

Research indicates that most peo- 
ple need about eight hours of sleep. 
But, Dr. Walsleben says, “People’s 
Sleep need is very individual.” To 
determine if you're getting enough 
sleep, she suggests seeing if you can 
stay awake during boring situations 
in the afternoon. (Some 17 percent 
of Americans admit to falling asleep 
at work and for men in the 18 to 34 
age bracket, the rate of sleeping on 
the job rises to 31 percent.) 

“If you’re alert and fine, you can 
assume you're getting enough good 
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quality sleep. If not, try adding sleep 
time and see if your daytime sleepi- 
ness decreases,” Dr. Walsleben 
advises. 

Ritualizing cues for good sleep 
calls for keeping the bedroom quiet, 
dark, cool and safe for sleeping. 
And, always think comfort - com- 
fortable mattress, pillows, blankets 
and sleep wear. 

“Use the bedroom only for sleep 
and sex,” Dr. Walsleben advises. 
“And, go to bed only when you're 
sleepy.” 

Avoid sleep-busting _ behaviors 
such as eating heavy meals before 
bed or exercising strenuously within 
three hours of bedtime. Sleep 
experts also advise avoiding caf- 
feine, alcohol and tobacco. 

Relaxing is a key to getting a good 
night’s sleep, but relaxation may 
prove elusive in times of stress and 
anxiety. Dr. Walsleben recommends 
learning relaxation techniques such 
as biofeedback and yoga. Meditation 
works for some and aroma therapy 
works for others. 

“If it works for you, why not?” Dr. 
Walsleben says. 

A recent survey indicated that 13.3 
percent of women turn to prayer 
when they’re unable to sleep. The 
survey suggests that they pray for 
silence — or at least patience - since 
45 percent of women complain that 
their partners’ snoring keeps them 
awake. 

Knowing what's “normal” when it 
comes to sleep can also help ease 
anxiety about getting a good night's 
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sleep. For example, many people 
worry about waking up in the middle 
of the night and are so afraid they 
won't be able to go back to sleep 
that, sure enough, they stay awake. 

But research indicates that waking 
during the night is normal. 

“People wake up far more than 
they realize. On average a person 
will wake up between 10 and 12 
times an hour for two or three sec- 
onds at a time and another four or 
five times a night for 15 seconds or 
longer,” Dr. Walsleben reports. 

Those fleeting two and three sec- 
ond periods of wakefulness are 
unlikely to keep you staring at the 
ceiling for the rest of the night, but 
should you find yourself seemingly 
wide awake in the middle of the 
night, Dr. Walsleben says worrying 
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about it just makes it worse. 

“Tell yourself you are normal, roll 
over, mentally bring yourself to a 
pleasant place and allow yourself to 
fall back to sleep. Your brain just 
wants to know all is OK,” she says, 
adding that it’s best to avoid getting 
out of bed, looking at clocks, turn- 
ing on the light or doing anything 
else that might wake you up more. 

Many people worry because they 
don’t fall asleep as soon as their 
head hits the pillow, but research 
indicates that it’s normal to lie 
awake for a few minutes. Studies 
show that 70 percent of Americans 
fall asleep within 20 minutes, while 
16 percent doze off in 21 to 60 min- 
utes. An unlucky 12 percent stare at 
the ceiling for more than an hour 
waiting for sleep to come.
